DGGS FOR YUKON. 


Thirty dogs arrived from Wabiscaw 
lakes, 100 miles northeast of Lesser 
Slave lake, on Friday. They were pur- 
chased at Wabiscaw by C. Johnston of 
the Landing, to fill a contract made 
by R. Secord with the police. They 
are for Major Walsh’s Yukon expedi- 
tion. They were accompanied from 
the lake by two Indians, and were 
brought from the Landing by J. 
Flyn. They will be held at Fort Sas- 
katchewan until needed. 


CREAMERY MEETING. 


A meeting was held by G. R. 
Taylor, manager of the Edmonton 
creamery, in Josephburg school house 
on Saturday afternoon, the 18th. 
There was an attendance of about 
twenty. ‘The object was to_ explain 
to the patrons as much as possible of 
the workings of the creamery. The 
first subject dealt with was the propor- 
tion of butter fat contained in the 
milk to butter -made from it. The 
butter fat is the pure or actual butter, 
but in the manufactured article a 
variable quantity of the cheesey mat- 
ters in the milk, besides salt and 
water are included, so that the weight 
of butter actually made is from 12 to 
18 per cent. more than is shown to 
exist in butter fat by the -tests. The 
butter fat due each patron was cal- 
culated and compared with table or 
scale sent from Ottawa. Tests were 
made of composite samples of the 
milk supplied by each patron for two 
weeks. Two samples of skim milk, 
one from the separator and the other 
from deep setting were tested. The 
seperated milk showed only one- 
twentieth of a pound of butter in 100 
pounds of milk, while the deep set 
milk showed nearly two and a half 
pounds to the 100 pounds of milk, 
which had been set nine hours. Mr. 
Taylor also gave points on the selec- 
tion of a good dairy herd. The meet- 
ing lasted until about 7 o'clock. 

Similar meetings will be held in the 
principal settlements throughout the 
district later in the season when 
farmers and the butter maker will 
both have more time. 


WHITE PASS. 


Dr, A. C. Smith, of Seattle, who has 
just returned from Skagway writes as 
follows: “In regard to White Pass, it 
seems to be a delicate, almost a person- 
al matter, in certain Alaska circles, to 
reflect on it as a highway. But I, with 
the crowd, landed there and spent four 
days investigating it and concluded to 
cast my lot on the Dyea trail. Why 
the thousands who are blockaded there 
have not, long since, done likewise is 
more than I can imagine. They surely 
ought by this time to be of the same 
opinion as Cariboo Bob, a noted Indian 
hunter of that.region, whom I interrog- 
ated as to the relative merits of the two 
trails. His only response to repeated 
questions was “Skagway no trail ; 50 
miles.” Chilkoot pooty good, 24 miles. 
An Indian can’t be hired to pack on 
White pass, nor could I find one who 
would admit that there is a trail over 
that pass. They (the Indians) say, too, 
that the summit is but little, it any, 
lower over the White pass, while the 
civil engineers of Skagway assure us 

hat theirsummit is 1,000 feet the 
lower. I could find no tradition, how- 
ever, of other than bar-room survey.

OMENICA GOLD. 


The Victoria Colonist publishes a 
long interview with Alderman Mc- 
Gregor of that city who has recently 
returned from the Omenica mining dis- 
trict on the upper waters of Peace 
river. McGregor had a phial of coarse 
gold which he had panned out himself 
from Manson Creek in four hours work, 
The value was $3.40. 

“This came from the grass roots,” he 
remarked, “and nineteen feet further 
down we tried the dirt and took out 
$54 in gold from five yards 75 feet 
above bed rock.” 

The second batch of gold was much 
coarser than that which came from the 


higher level, so one can imagine what 
it will be at bed rock. 

Ald. McGregor has been gone just 
eight weeks, travelling up the Skeena 
by boat to Hazleton and from there on 
foot overland 220 miles to Manson 
Creek. He went up in the interests of 
the Consolidated and the Caledonia hy- 
draulic mining companies, in both of 
which he has large interests. The 
Consolidated company have eight 
claims 1,500 feet square on Manson 
Creek, and for the past two years have 
been making extensive preparations for 
hydraulicing. The ditch is 44 miles 
long, and though the monitors are not 
yet there, on the 18th of August, when 
Mr. McGregor ieft the creek, water was 
turned in anda six inch hose will be 
used for washing the dirt into the 
sluice boxes, which are already in posit- 
ion. That will give about five weeks’ 
washing this season. 

On Germanson creek the Caledonia 
company have already five miles of 
ditch finished, and have yet three miles 
more of ditch and 2,000 feet of flume 
to build. This will take another year. 
The company have seven claims, and 
prospects taken by Mr. McGregor per- 
sonally show splendid coarse gold. 

The extent of the work done by 
these Victoria companies may be under- 
stood from the fact that they have had 
ninety men working on these properties 
and though it takes a good deal of 
money to put in ditches and hydraulic 
plant, yet the richness of the dirt will 
bring back a genuine golden harvest. 

As an instance of how even with the 
crudest handwork, Manson Creek pays, 
Mr. McGregor stated that a short dis- 
tancefrom the company’s claims he saw 
five Chinaman at work. They were us- 
ing a cradle on a bench 75 feet up from 
the creek, and in spite of having 
to carry up in oil cans all the water 
they use for washing the dirt. they are 
making $3.50 a day to a man. 

On Tom Creek, 75 miles nearer the 
coast, Mr. McGregor saw quite a num- 
ber of claims being worked, the miners 
making a good living out of their pro- 
perties. 

There were some 250 men altogether 
in the district this summer and one or 
twomen have for many years been 
making a good livelihood by working 
in the Omenica—as for instance, Ezra 
Evans, who has followed mining there 
for 25 years, and Kenton, who has put 
in twenty years of his life there. 


HAMILTON RESOLUTES. 


The Hamilton Herald says that a 
special meeting of the board of trade 
council was held recently to consider 
the Klondike matter. 

The following resolution was moved 
by A. Turner and W. Vallance: 

“That owing to the recent discovery 
of gold in the Klondike, the council of 
the board of trade considers it desir- 
able that a route should be opened as 
soon as possible throuyh Canadian 
territory, as the trade cf the Yukon 
country is now largely in foreign hands 
in consequence of inadequacy of com- 
munication through our own Dominion. 

“That a copy of this resoluticn be 
forwardec. to the hon. the minister of 
the interior.” 

In support of the resolution W. Val- 
lace said it was unfortunate that so 
far the only people who had got any of 
the fruits of the Klondike were Ameri- 
cans. He thought the government 

should at once build a roadway across 
Canadian territory to the gold fields, 
The resolution was carried unani- 
mously after A. H. H. Heming had ad- 
dressed the council on the matter of the 


overland route.

THE HAMILTON PARTY. 

Jas. E. Devine, Edward Harris, A. 
W. Complin, H. W. Richmond and 
R. Hunter, of the Hamilton-Yukon 


expedition, arrived from the Landing 
on Friday forenoon. Mr. Harris gives 
the following account of th:> trip to 
Grand rapids and the accident which 
resulted in the drowning of Wm. 
Patterson. They left the Landing 
on the evening of Sunday, Aug. 29th 
and drifted all night, and with only 
one or two stops for meals until 10 
o'clock on Monday night. They tied 
up for the rest of that night and 
started at five o’clock on the_ morning 
of Tuesday, the 31st. Very shortly 
after starting they passed the Pelican 
rapids, without mishap, there being 
little or no danger there. They had 
no guide from the Landing, expecting 
to get one at the Grand rapids. About 
four o'clock on Tuesday afternoon 
they reached Grand rapids. They 
had been sailing, but on coming to 
rough water above the head of the 
rapids they dropped the sail and drift- 
ed with the current. They had been 
told to land on the right bank above 
the rapids, but were told to keepa 
sharp look out for the police post, and 
that when they saw that they should 
pull ashore. As a matter of fact they 
should have landed at the steamboat 
landing on the right bank about a 
mile above the police post and two 
miles above the head of the island 
which is also at the head of the rapids. 
They were looking out for the post, 
but when they saw it, it was too late 
to pull over to it. They were towards 
the west side of the river when they 
caught sight of the police post, and 
heading for over the rapids by the 
west channel. Langworthy’s party, 
who were at the head of the island 
saw them coming and fired guns to 
warn them that they were wrong. 
The boat was turned for the island, 
but was too far down stream to reach 
its head. To keep from going down 
the rapids the boat was jammed be- 
tween two rocks. Patterson was not 
asleep, as was reported, but was 
standing in the bow and it is believed 
put his foot over the side to ease the 
shock of the boat striking the rock. 
He was thrown overboard. The 
water was four or five feet deep, but 
with a terrible current. He stood 
for a moment or two in it and a plank 
was thrown to him which he seized. 
A rope was also thrown, but he did 
not reach it. The current swept him 
off his feet and he was carried down 
the rapid. The rapid is about half a 
mile in length with a fall of 80 feet 
with many rocks in it. Once he was 
swept down the rapids there was no 
chance of saving him. The parties on 
the island tried to reach him. with a 
rope as he was being swept down, but 
the attempt failed. A rope was 
brought from the island to the boat 


by a canoe, and having been made } 


fast the men held on to the rope and 
waded ashore. The cargo was taken 
out safely and the boat brought 
ashore. The boat was considerably 
damaged. The party remained on 


the island four days searching for | 


Patterson’s body without avail. The 
boat was so much damaged that the 
pilots would not undertake to guide 
it through the rapids. The party 
therefore decided to give up their trip 
for this season. The boat was 29 feet 
over all, flat bottomed and had a load 
of 2} tons. The five men tracked the 
boat and load up to the Landing, the 
journey taking from Aug. 3rd tc the 
18th. They sold their outfit at the 
Landing. The members of the party 
expect to go north by the same route 
next season, starting in April. In 
the meantime, Hunter and Richmond 
will trap on the Athabasca and 
Devine and Harris will go east. 
Langworthy’s party and the Fresno 
party left the Grand rapids for the 
north on the same day as the Hamil- 
ton party started on their return to 
Edmonton. . They met the first 
Chicago party 40 miles this side of 
Grand rapids and Messrs. Bell and 
Reid, of Calgary, with two canoes five 
miles this side of the Pelican rapids. 
They met a large number of other 
parties on the river. 
_ They describe the method of mak- 
ing the portage at Grand rapids as 
follows: Boats going down stream 
should Jand on the east bank at the 
steamboat landing, about two miles 
above the head of the rapids. There 
are no buildings there, but there were 
two or three teepees, so that a sharp 
lookout must be kept for the place. 


Half the cargo is unloaded at the 
landing and a pilot must be taken 
who guides the boat with half a load 
through very bad water and amongst 
rocks to the head of the island. The 
half load is discharged on the island 
and the empty boat taken back to 
the landing for the balance of the 
load, which is also brought to the 
island. The H. B. Co. have a tram- 
way with a hand ear, the use of which 
might be arranged for. The empty 
boat is let down carefully by lines 
held on the island in the east chan- 
nel and brought around to the land- 
ing at the lower end of the island. 
There it is loaded again. A piece of 
bad water has to be passed through 
almost immediately below the island, 
for which a capable and experienced 
pilot is necessary. or the river from 
the steamboat landing, two miles 
above the head of Grand rapids to 
Fort McMurray, 87 miles below, it is 
simply foolhardy to go without a com- 
petent pilot. 


GOLD FOR KEEPS. 


Dr. Dawson, of the Canadian geologi- 
cal survey, and the highest authority 
in the Dominion on all matters con- 
nected with the geological formation 
and mineral deposits of Canada, who 
visited the Yukon some years ago, 
takes issue with those who have been 
proclaiming the Klondike as a gold 
district of a day. 

‘‘Thave never heard, nor can I 
imagine,” he says, “any reasons for 

| this idea that the mineral deposits of 
| the Klondike or of any other section of 
British Columbia are not permanent. 
It is true the placer diggings of the far 
north may not continue to return their 
harvests long, bué their very existence 
and extent testify to an immense quartz 
/area which it will be impossible to 
| exhaust. As placer mining is specula- 
| tive and quartz plain business, I fully 
| expect that companies will next spring 
| begin to devote attention to the quartz 
resources of the upper Yukon. 

“As to the mining districts of 
British Columbia generally, there has 
not been sufficient work done even 
upon the most promising properties to 
prove their extent.”

THE GALICIANS. 


C. W. Sxtter, immigration agent, 
last week visited the Galician seitle- 
ments at Limestone lake east of Fort 
Saskatchewan, in townships 55-21, 56- 
18 and 55-18. Reports had been cir- 
culated that sickness was prevalent 
amongst them and that they were in 
destitute circumstances. A house to 
house visit showed from two to ten 
sacks of flour in the possession of each 
family, most of them had a team of 
horses and acow. Some were working 
for wages and others building houses. 
| The first settlers seemed to have good 
crops and a moderate acreage, even the 
settlers of this season had some garden 
stuff. When asked if they needed 
| assistance some of them said they 
would like to get seed for the spring 
and some flour, which they would re- 
turn with interest. Others said that 
they did not want assistance. They 
are from several different localities in 
| Austria and vary somewhat in their 
characteristics. Mr. Sutter is very 
emphatic in the statement that there 
is nodisease prevalent among them ; 
that they are not in need of aid at the 
present time; that they seem to be im- 
proving their condition satisfactorily, 
and are well satisfied with their pros- 
pects.
